Weird School ‘RuleszAround The World 


Schools around the world have rules that are very 
important to follow because they help the school 
community to work in an orderly manner and foster 
a healthy teaching and learning environment. Rules 
at school prepare children for their adulthood and 
adapt to their future work environment. But some 
schools have rules that can go over-the-top and 
they can be a little bizarre. 


French students can't eat ketchup at school because 
it is illegal. The national association of municipal 
catering managers think ketchup compromises the 
integrity of French cuisine and they consider it “too 
American.” If you order fries you can get a small 
portion of ketchup but you can't use it in any other 
way. 


Do you remember receiving your papers corrected 
in red ink? How did that make you feel? Well, 
teachers in some parts of the United Kingdom and 
Australia don't use red ink because that makes 
students feel uncomfortable. They must use blue ог 
purple ink instead because they are smoother 
colors and look less intimidating. 


For many children having their best friend at school 
can be comforting, but in many schools in England 
children are not allowed to have a best friend at 
school. Teachers believe children get upset with the 
"break-up" drama of losing a friend and some 
specialists think children do better if they have a 
bigger group of friends so they don't feel left out. 


Fortunately not all rules are not that bad. For 
example in Germany, children are not allowed to 
bring toys to school, but at the beginning of the new 
school year they participate in the traditional 
Schultüte where they receive a cone full with toys 
and candy. The cone represents the seriousness of 
life. Some students get video games or cell phones. 


And what about taking a nap in the middle of a 
school day? Well, in China students can take a 30 
minute nap after lunch because it helps with their 
development. This idea is supported by scientific 
facts that say that having some rest help students 
learn better.

Gabriel Garcia Marquez was a Colombian novelist, Nobel Prize for 
Literature in 1982 and one of the great masters of universal literature. He 


was raised by his maternal grandparents: Tranquilina Iguarán Cortés and 
Colonel Nicolás Márquez who was an essential figure in his life, his 
personality influenced several of his characters. 


While he was studying law in Bogotá, the university closed indefinitely. He 
then moved to Cartagena to continue studying. While he was living in 
Cartagena, he started to work as a reporter. Before he finished his studies, 
he felt that his real interest was to write about the world of his childhood 
and quit university. 


In the early 1960s, he wrote One Hundred Years of Solitude while he was living in Mexico City. 
Published in 1967 In Argentina, the novel was translated into more than 25 languages. In 1982, the 
Swedish Academy granted him the Nobel Prize for Literature for his novels where he combined the 
fantasy and reality in a world of imagination. 


One Hundred Years of Solitude is the history of the isolated town of Macondo and of the family 
who founded it, the Buendias. For years, the town didn't have any contact with the outside world, 
except for the gypsies who visited the town once in a while and tried to sell new technologies like 
ice and telescopes. The patriarch and leader of the family, José Arcadio Buendía, a solitary man, 
was impulsive and inquisitive. His older child, José Arcadio, inherited his strength and his 
impetuousness. His younger child, Aureliano, inherited his intense and enigmatic focus. Gradually, 
the village lost its innocent and solitary state when it established contact with other towns in the 
region.

The Actopan 
municipality reported that the puma was receiving medical treatment by the best veterinarian in Hidalgo before 
we arrived. At the Ecological Association we are taking care of the puma and we hope it can be freed in the wild 
soon. 

We 
expect the puma recovers soon. Thank so much for your information. We hope to see you soon with some news.

One night of their emigration journey, while it was raining and they were camping on a riverbank, José Arcadio 
dreamed of "Macondo", a city of mirrors that reflected the world in and about it. As he was sleeping a voice told 
him he had to find and settle in Macondo. After they wandered the jungle for days, José Arcadio realized the 
existence of Macondo was utopic...yet.

Gabriel Garcia Marquez was a Colombian novelist, Nobel Prize for Literature in 1982 and one of the great 
masters of universal literature. He was raised by his maternal grandparents: Tranquilina Iguarán Cortés and 
Colonel Nicolás Márquez who was an essential figure in his life, his personality influenced several of his 
characters. 


While he was studying law in Bogotá, the university closed indefinitely. He then moved to Cartagena to continue 
studying. While he was living in Cartagena, he started to work as a reporter. Before he finished his studies, he 
felt that his real interest was to write about the world of his childhood and quit university. 

In the early 1960s, he wrote One Hundred Years of Solitude while he was living in Mexico City. Published in 1967 
In Argentina, the novel was translated into more than 25 languages. In 1982, the Swedish Academy granted him 
the Nobel Prize for Literature for his novels where he combined the fantastic and the real in a world of 
imagination. 


One Hundred Years of Solitude is the history of the isolated town of Macondo and of the family who founded it, 
the Buendias. For years, the town didn't have any contact with the outside world, except for the gypsies who 
visited the town once in a while and tried to sell new technologies like ice and telescopes. The patriarch and 
leader of the family, José Arcadio Buendia, a solitary man, was impulsive and inquisitive. His older child, José 
Arcadio, inherited his strength and his impetuousness. His younger child, Aureliano, inherited his intense and 
enigmatic focus. Gradually, the village lost its innocent and solitary state when it established contact with other 
towns in the region. Then Civil wars began, bringing violence and death to the peaceful town. After this, 
Macondo changed from an idyllic, magical, and sheltered place to a town connected to the outside world 
whose modernity was devastating for it. 


Gabriel Garcia Márquez died on April 17 2014 in Mexico City.
